WHOLESALE ASSASSINATION PLOT. 


Women Are liihuniimly IVcutcd and 


Thrown Into u Well <o Blu—I-'rleml- 
ly Jlutc Native* Blwrdcvi-d For 


Imtur^ciit Cause. 


Detroit, Oct. 2U.—A special to The 


Tribune from Ann Arbor says that Ite- 
tfent D'otui of the L'nivoisity of Michigan 
has received a letter from Deau C- Wor- 
cester, n member of the United States 
commission iu Ihe I'hiliupiiies, which is 
iu part as follows: 


"At present the insurgents arc- resort- 


ing to the last resort of wholesale assas- 
sination. They are putting prices on the 
heads of iiictti known to be I'ru ndly to 
the Americans and arc re»ortin;r to the 
most liondish tortures anil mutilations in 
order to inlluenee the common people; by 
fear. A letter was capttmd a few wecUs 
since from a 111:111 sent in to organ'/.e in- 
surgent committees in four or i:-e towns 
where we hiivc established i.i,...:^.p:il gov- 
ernment. He statcil th:il he had l.nmd ic 
impossible for him to carry out his mis- 
sion, as the people hail unfortunately 
been seduted by the Americans, and said 
that In1 could do nothing ivatil four or live 
lives hud bevn taken in each of these 
towns. 


"I saw a surgeon a few days since who 


had juxl <lrett$cd the wounds of four un- 
lives whose tongues had been cut our lot 
refusing to join in a niiiUt attack on one 
of our garrisons. Colonel Kennon, who is 
in ooniuniixl of a regiment i:i Niieva Kci- 
ja, recently gave me a detailed account 
of an at lack tin a party of defenseless^ na- 
tives, half women, who wete knowu to 
be fiiendly to us, by an insurgent band.

"A part of the command was moving 


along the road, when they taw a woman 
sta^m ring toward them. Tlie back of 
her he.ul l.nd been pounced tu a pulp of 
hair, sculp and clotted blood, her chin had 
been crushc.1 in and bore the imprint of 
the inu/y.le of a ride, and a b.ilo had been 
thrust into her lung from behind aud 
turned around in the wound.

Among the Oldest Are Those Itehttlnjr to 


the Common Cock—Origin of Koine'* 
Sacred Goosi—The Sacied Ibi* of Egypt. 
The Kobln'* Ited Breast. 
Birds have held a prominent place in 


tho religious life of man from the earliest 
tunes 
They scoin to be connected in one 


vv ay or another with the superstitions and 
tho folklore of every nation, civilized or 
iiavagc. , 


Among the oldest superstitions aro those 


relating to tho common cock umb ben. 
ThcfcO fowls wero carefully watched and 
studied by the ancient augurs, particular 
notico being taken of tbo tiino and place 
of thoir crowing, which was interpreted 
tor good or e\ iL In tho Biblo tho cock is 
conspicuous at tho time when Petor denied 
his master. It is said its flguro on church 
spires was placed there to remind men of 
this circumstance * In tho early hours of 
tho morning tho cock crows a v\ anilng to 
the dead as well as to tho living, and all 
ghosts that aro wandering about the earth 
must return to tho laud of spirits. 


Mohammed declared that in a- re 


ho saw iu tho first heaven a cock so largo 
lhat his crest touched the floor of tho sec- 
ond heaven 
Tbo crowing of this celestial 


bird arouses from sloop every IIv ing crea- 
turo except man When this cock t iti^cs to 
crow, the judgment day will be at hiind 


With tho ancient Romans tho gooso was 


a sacred bird 
During the invasion of 


Koine by the Gauls a detachment of sol-v 
dior» in single lile proceeded up tho hiil of 
tho cnpltol so bilontly that tho lo.idcr 
reached the top without being challenged, 
Dutwnen ho was climbing over tho wall 
tho noiso disturbed somo sacred gucso in 
tho temple of Juno 
Tho gocso began to 


cackle and awakened tho garrison, when 
Alarcus Manllus rushed to tho wall and 
throw tho luckless Gaul back 
In com- 


memoration of this event tbo Humans car- 
ried a sauted gooso in procession to the 
capital each year 


According to Greek mythology Argus 


was set to watch lo, who had been changed 
into a cow Ilermes, ordered to release lo, 
lulled Argus to sleep with tho music of a 
shepherd's pipo and then killed him. Hera 
(.luno) set Argus' hundred eyes in tho tail 
of her favorite bird, tho peacock 


This bird, among tbo eaily Christians, 


was emblematic ot a glorilk-d body 
Its 


feathers havo adorned many a throrio, and 
wero at ono time among tho ornaments ol 
tho kings of England 


Tho sacred ibis of tlio Kgyptlnns was 


supposod.lrom tho color of its feathers to 
sym boll/o thu light and tho shade of tho 
moon 
It was the incarnation of tho god 


Thoth, who in tho guise of this bird 
escaped tho wrath of Typhon 
It is said 


that; its leathers would scare .and i-vcn Kill 
tho crocodile 
Tbo bird was believed to 


deliver Kgypt from winded und other sor- 
pents thai; carao from Arabia It was cele- 
brated for Its purity and drank only tho 
purest; water. Its lovo for Kgjpt was 
thought to bo so great that tbo blid w ould 
die of self starvation if transported eiso- 
vv hero. 


Tbo stork was probably considered moro 


sacred that any other bird czoopt tho ibis 
It was tho typo of filial attachment among 
tho Greeks, tho Romans and tho Hebrews, 
who believed that tho yoniif ropa'd the 
euro of their parents by remaining with 
them through life and attending them in 
old ago. In Holland bosos aru built for 
tho storks, and it is a lortunato thing for 
a household to havo tbo box occupied. 


Tho dovo has been largely employed In 


Christian art, representing peace mid pu- 
rity. It was the dovo, you know, thatXoah 
aeut forth from the nrl>. to find dry land 
It has been represented ivith seven i.ijs 
proceeding from it, terminating in so\t-n 
stars, signifying tho seven gilts of tho 
Holy Spirit. Holding an olne branch, tho 
dovo is emblematic of peace, and when 
seen issuing from the lips of dying stunts* 
and martyrs it rcpicsents the human soul 
purified by suffering 


Mohammed had a pigeon that w as taught 


to pick grains of wheat from inn wir that 
It iiilnht bo thought that tho bizd brought 
him messages fiom heaven 
There is a 


superstition that any ono sprinkled with 
tbo blood of a pigeon will never diu a nat- 
ural death. A sculptor carrying homo a 
bust of Charles I stopped to rest by tho 
way At that moment a pigeon was struck 
by a hawk overhead, and tho blood of tho 
bird fell upon tho neck of the bust 
Tho 


incident led to tho supcrstitiofn, when tho 
unfortunate monarch was beheaded short- 
ly afterward. 


In England and America the robin rcd- 


brea&t is welcomed as tho harbinger of 
spring The joyful melodies that he pours 
forth foretell a bountiful harvest. There 
is a tradition that when tho Saviour was 
on his way to Calvary a robin plucked a 
thorn from bis crown and tho blood that 
issued from tho wound foil upon tho breast 
of the bird and dyed it red 
It was onco 


a prevailing belief in England that the 
robin will cover with leaves tho body of 
any dead person that it may find 


There arc many superstitious connected 


It is spoken of in tho 


Biblo as an instance of God's protecting 
love. In popular superstition it is an evil 
omen, foreboding death and desolation. 
It was the tavorito bird of Odin, tho su- 
premo deity of tho Scandinavians. Ho had 
one on each shoulder, and they told him 
of all things of heaven and earth.

In an outer room 
a youthful clerk kept him waiting half an 
hour. Mr, Hautingtou was bufey.

HAD HIS, REVENGE. "" 


JKow the NovelUt Sqtwved Account* With 


Bis Supposed Critic. "•' . 


Kirkcaldy had' bceu tuibrokenly Liberal 


c-.cv since the reform act of 1832, but its 
Liberalism was of a inild typo, which was 
uptly represented by Colonel Ferguson of 
Uuith, father of Mr. Munro Ferguson, 
now M. IJ. for Luith. Colonel Ferguson 
!,ad first been elected in 1841,-and at four 
! ubsequent elections he was returned un- 
opposed. At the general election of 1859 
tbo more advanced 'Liberals of Kirkcaldy 
determined to run n Radical apainst the 
sluing Whig^uid looking about for a suit- 
nfilc candidate they lighted on Mr. Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt. 


The future chancellor of tho exchequer 


was then a«ed 32 and was favorably known 
to a brijliant recruit to the Liberal army 
from tho ranks of Toryism. His profes- 
sion was that of a barrister practicing at 
the parliamentary bar. but he had dabbled 
successfully in literature, and ho was un- 
derstood to be one of the most vigorous con- 
tributors to the newly founded Saturday 
Uevicw. Now it so fell out that in 1859 a 
mou who has since become ono of oui 
most popular novelists was living in Ed- 
inburgh and had made himself much be- 
loved in literary circles there. One of his 
earliest novels had been savagely reviewed 
in The Saturday, and ho had been told 
that tho writer of the review was Mr. Ver- 
non Harcourt. 


Kirkcaldy election gave the novelist an 


unexpected but most welcome opportunity 
for revenge. He made the most vehement 
efforts to defeat his critic. Ho appealed to 
every friend and acquaintance in Edin- 
burgh ana the neighborhood to save Kirk- 
caldy from this literary bludgeoner who 
had mangled and gone near to killing his 
joung and tender offspring, and as the 
novelist had close friends among the jour- 
nalists of tho town and district, he was 
able to wield considerable influence. 
In 


tho event Mr. Vernon Harcourt was de- 
feated by 18 votes, and the novelist was 
satisfied. Thirty years afterward he was 
narrating the history to tho late Mr. Jus- 
tice Stephen, who gravely replied: "I can- 
not pretend to regret the result, but, as a 
matter of fact, Harcourt bad nothing to 
do with that review of your novel. This I 
happen to know, for I wrote the review 
mybolf."—St. James Gazette.

SPECIAL PAINS TAKEN W1TII 


Star Routes. 


Ono of tho United States postofiQco in- 


spectors assigned to duty on western star 
routes tells an Interesting story explain- 
ing \v hy postal routes bupplied by couriers 
on horseback or by stage came to bo desig- 
nated "star routes." 


Years ago three words found place on 


the records of tho postofflco. 
They were 


"certainty," "celerity" and "security." 
In subjects pertaining to tho transmission 
of tho mails no words were repeated so 
often. Up to 1845 no contract for curry- 
ing the mail was let unless tho bidder 
made known tho manner ic which ho pro- 
posed to carry it. Thar* *ra& an under- 
standing that bidders -who ran stages 
should have the inside track, but congress 
knocked out this practice by enacting a law 
by •which contracts were to be lot to the 
lowest bidder without taking into con- 
felderation the manner in which the mail 
was to bo carried from ono place to an- 
other, stipulating only that it must bo 
handled with certainty, celerity and se- 
curity. 


After that tho postoGIco clerks classified 


such bids aa certainty, celerity and secur- 
ity routes. The use of this four word desig- 
nation became so common that the clerks 
ca.st about for some appellation ea&icr to 
write, and they hit on the plan of substi- 
tuting three stars (* * *), and from that 
incident tho pony aud stagecoach lines 
became known as star routes. 


The flist reference to star routes was 


made in 1859 when in an advertisement 
the.so routes were explained ns being "cer- 
tainty, celerity and security routes."— 
Chicago Record. 


Tho Captain Managed It.

They had all hud a turn at it except an old 
sailor, who had remained silent all the 
time until pressed by the others to spin 
them a yarn. lie began:

IMITATION OYSTERS IN PARIS. 


A Perfect Counterfeit 'in Appearance, but 


tl)e Taetw IB Far From Genuine. 


"The most singular thing I saw while 


in Paris," said a gentleman who has just 
returned frpra Europe, "was artificial oys- 
ters.. ^1 dqn't mean what are colled mock 
oysters—that is, meat done up in a patty 
or u potpio—but the real bivalve intended 
to serve raw. 
And as far as looks go you 


would say^at a glance that they were genu- 
ine American oysters, but when you came 
to eat one tho difference would "bo percepti- 
bly at once. How tjhey aye made and what 
materials are used in their manufacture are 
a mystery which I did not solve, but it is 
certain that a great deal of money is made 
by the producers. The usual prico paid 
for these artificial oysters is 3 cents each, 
or 80 cents a dozen, and sometimes, in 
the second class restaurants, they arc 'to 
bo had for 2 cents each, though they are 
not apt to bo very fresh at that price. You 
order a, pinto on tho half shell, and when, 
tho waiter brings them to you they look 
ns uico as tho real oyster that you get in 
tho boss New York oyster house. If you 
nro not a good judge of oysters, you will 
cut them with your wine and go away 
without asking any questions. 


"Tho only really genuine thing about 


them is the shells. Tho manufacturers, 
1 was sold, buy secondhand shells from 
tho restaurant keepers at a small expense, 
and with a harmless and tasteless paste 
fasten tho spurious oyster in its place. 
Only one-half a shell is used for the pur- 
pose, aud in that shape the fraud oysters 
are packed in tiers in boxes and baskets, 
which arc displayed In windows, on coun- 
ters or on shelves. Others, to bo served 
without tho shells, are put up-in cans or 
In glass jars, containing from 25 to 100. 
Tho "imitations" ore consumed in such 
large quantities that the dealers in rcnl 
oysters aro urging tho restaurant and ho- 
tel keepers to break up their shells as fast 
as their contents arc eaten, and e\on pay 
tho cooks and waiters liberally to pound 
them to pieces, so that tho makers of tho 
artificial article will have a limited supply 
of shells."—Exchange.

Population ot Cities Over Tvrcnty- 


tlvo Tlionnun<l Siimninrixcd. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—The census bu- 


reau in a bulletin just issued summarize-; 
the returns of population of cities havhig 
25,000 inhabitants or more in 1000, the 
individual census of each of those cities 
having been ollicially announced hcicto- 
forc. There aiie 15ft of these, and the bul- 
letin shows that the percentage of in- 
crease in their population from 1800 to 
1000 was 32.5 as against 40.5 for tins 
same cities in the previous decade. The 
absolute increase in the population of 
these'cities from 1890 to 1000 was 4,8^0,- 
33Gy or 82,420 less thnn the absolute in- 
rrense from 1880 to 1800, when it was 
4,921,562. The 150 cities combined have 
a population in JOOO of 19,004,025 against 
14,855,489 in 1890 and 0,033,927 in 1SSO. 
Of these 159 cities, divided into four 
clashes, 10 had 200,000 find ovor, 10 had 
100,000 and under 200,000, 40 had 50,000 
and under lOO.OO'O and 81 had 25,000 arid 
under 50,000. • In 1890 there were 28 
cities and in 1900 38 cities which have 
more than'100,000 inhabitants. In 3900 
there are 78 cities of 50,000 inhabitants [ 
or more ns compared with 68 in 1800 and i 
35 in 1880..

The gold funds of the United States 


reabiiry attained a higher point Friday 
,han has ever been recorded in the his- 
tory of American finance. 
The steady 


lemnnd for paper currency has reduced 
the narrow margin on hand and snbsti 
tuted gold, which the banks are glad to 
surrender under present conditions for 
any paper money they can get. Tbe 
cotal gold on baud today against all 
Masses of obligations was $451,177.401. 
This is larger than the gold reserve of 
t IB Bank of France, or the great stock 
of the .Bunk of Russia and the imperil] 
Russian treasury, Tho American gold 
is held partly against outstanding gold 
certificates to the amount of $212,725,- 
•199, but the remainder amounting to 
§2:38,725,905, belongs to the govern 
meut, either as a part of the special 
fund of 8150,000,000 act aside as a re- 
serve fund, or a part of tho fund of $8i 
725,905 of free gold in the general cash.
